PEONIES 


The  popularity  of  the  Peony  has  prompted  us 
to  place  a few  varieties  of  this  beautiful  flower  at 
the  disposal  of  our  customers. 

The  list  is  not  large,  but  it  contains  early,  mid- 
season and  late  varieties  in  white,  pink  and  red 
colors.  Every  one  a good  one.  Strong  3 to  5-eye 
divisions.  Shipped  from  our  gardens  in  Septem- 
ber. 

We  do  not  advise  Spring  planting  of  Peonies. 
Orders  may  be  sent  any  time  up  to  October  25.  but 
early  Fall  planting  is  advisable  for  best  results. 

Peonies  are  of  easy  culture,  but  there  are  a 
few  things  they  will  not  stand,  namely,  wet  feet, 
too  deep  planting  (have  not  more  than  two  inches 
of  soil  above  the  top  of  the  eyes);  and  manure  in 
contact  with  the  loots,  especially  those  strong  in 
ammonia  and  potash.
